A child which is not tainted by the polluted psychology of the grown- 
up world, an animal which has only a limited capacity to understand it’s 
daily requirements, and even a snake which has nothing but virulent 
poison to harm the entire world and which name causes a shiver in the minds 
of all — all these three have an ear for music We have experiences and 
mythologies to prove it But man who is supposed to be a sophisticated and 
moving encyclopedia, is not able to realise or relish the true purport of all 
fine arts in general and music in particular. To him they serve as show pieces 
or as items of his time killing programme In this order of the day, the state- 
ment of the Minister for Endowments, Andhra Pradesh, that there can be 
no progress in any country which fails to recognise and patromse the fine 
arts, bears a special significance in our efforts to promote healthy traditions 
in fine arts 

From times immemorial, places of worship m general and Indian temples 
in particular served as traditional seats of higher learning in sastras, music, 
sculpture, and other fine arts. Even when the empires, the sole patrons of 
temples in those days, succumbed to, many a temple survived the ravages 
of time and its tides, and continued to carry forward the lamp of cultural 
consciousness. While temples offered jirotection and living to scholars, 
sculptors, musicians and dancers, they in turn enriched their benefactors 
through contributions in a spiritual bent, in order to help the human 
being to elevate himself towards the supreme spiritual realization. The ultimate 
aim of all these Indian arts have been, to educate them in spiritualism throu^ 
the media of fine arts and make them realise the purpose of human hfe in 
this mundane world. In doing so our ancestors had perhaps not spared even 
‘ K-ama sastra.* While giving a silent instruction on the subject, to those 
desirous of, it may have also helped people to overcome their passions, and 
ultimately strengthening their efforts in total worldly renunciation. Otherwise 
no better explanation, easily understandable to a moderately educated person 
can be given for the existence of sculpture of Snngara in almost all the Indian 
temples Similarly temples have preserved the cultural treasures of the days 
gone by. For example in Ramappa Temples etc. of Warangal District the 
panals of the dancing beauties, are said to be the expressive figures of 
‘ Nritta Rathnavali * a treatise on ISTatya sastra written by Jayappa nayaka a 
commander under Klakathiya kings of 1 3th century. Many other temples may 
be having similar associations with other Sastras also. 

Unfortunately traditional learning receded to the library racks. For 
the reasons obvious to us, a * take it easy * spirit has pervaded all over the 
world and even the stray efforts made by some religious bodies to see 
the traditional cultural stream continued, are not meeting with much success. 

Under these circumstances if we were to contribute to the healthy promo- 
tion of Indian arts, as emphasised by the Honourable Endowment Minister, 
a radical change in the outlook of the people should be brought in. Once 
agam the temples should be made to serve as repositories of traditional arts 
and centres of high spiritual education, beginning with the conduct of special 
programmes, at the temples in the villages, lest the future historians will write 
* India was a land of fine arts.’

The temple of Lord Sn Govindaraja which 
was closed for renovation purpose was opened 
to the public on 9-4-72 after Maha Sam- 
prokshanam 

Pnor to the renovation work, the Divine 
power of the main deity and other sub-ordmate 
deities was withdrawn into kumbhas trans- 
ferred to a Chitra Pata and togetlier with the 
processional deity and his consorts was kept 
m the improvised temple (Balalaya) built in 
Kalyana mantapa on 7-11-71 From that 
time onwards till the completion and a reinves- 
titure of divine power was done to the mam 
deity, all the routine pujas and other kainkar- 
yams were performed only to these processional 
deities and a chitrapata depicting the main 
deity 


Apart from the Vimanam of Sri Govinda- 
rajaswamy Temple, the Vimanams of Sree 
Parthasarathy Swamy temple, of Kalyana 
Mantapa, Avarohana Mantapa and Padamukha 
mantapa were also renovated at a cost of 
Rs 1,00,000/-. 

Maha Samprokshanam to the temple was 
conducted according to Vaikhanasa principles, 
for five days from 4-4-72 to 9-4-72 

On the first day morning ‘ Ritwigwaranam ’ 
was conducted by requesting 40 Vaikhanasa 
Pandits to undertake Samprokshana programme 
In the evening theie was Senadhipathi utsava 
and an Asthanam at Kanijamantapam in T.T D 
OflGice. After the procession Ankurarpanam 
was done m the Yagasala in the temple premises. 
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On 5-4-72 morning Akalmasha Prayas- 
chitha homa was performed In Yagasala 
21 yaga kundas (Panchagmkundas, Prayaschitha 
Poundarika’for the deity and panchagm kundas, 
prayaschitha poundankagni gunda and Maha- 
santhi Poundarika kunda for Vimanam, six 
Aupasanagni kundas for the subordinate deities 
and two Aupasanagni kundas for Vasthu and 
Adhivasahomams) were constructed and in the 
evening, yaga was commenced m these kundas 
On the same evening the chief priest with his 
assistants went into the improvised temple and 
withdrawn the divine powers from the main 
deity and other sub-ordmate deities into the 
mam kumbha The kumbha together with 
processional deities was brought in procession 
into Yagasala. 

On 6-4-72 and 7-4-72 Adhivasam and 
Adhivasahoma and other homas as ordained 
in Sastra were performed, both in the 
moinings and evenings. 

On 8-4-72 after due homas, Jaladhivasa 
and required homa were conducted and in 
Mahasanthi Paunndanka kunda, Poornahuti 
was performed Later the mam deity and sub- 
crdmate deities were given Abhisheka with the 
water of Santhikumbha. 

On that night Niruktha Homa was con- 
ducted and Sayanadhivasa to the mam and 
subordinate deities, and Houthra Prasamsa were 
performed Poornahuti was conducted m the 
early hours of 9-4-72 

On 9-4-72 morning, Kumbhas m due 
procession, amidst vedic recital and Mangala- 
vadyams were taken into the mam temple 
the chief priest performed kalanyasa to the 
main deity (Moola Vigraha) of Sri Govindaraja 
Kalanyasa to vimanam and other subordinate 
deities also was conducted. 

Afterwards, devotees were allowed to have 
the Darshan of Lord Govindaraja 

SnM Chandramouli Reddy, the Executive

Devi! Rajyalakshmi, at her separation from 
Rama, mimt have fainted away in Thy lap. 
That is why Thou accepted the fanning that 
Bharata did (as an upachara for Thee) with a 
fan drenched (in Rosewater). 

Like the waving of chamaras the waving of 
broad fan (^soa/tlt-ii) is an Upachara or 
service rendered to God and also to kings 
and other great persons. Bharata, whose 
waving of the chamara was refen ed to in sloka 
149 ante, is here referred to as waving a fan 
before Paduka. Paduka graciously receives this 
service and that is poetically attributed to her 
desire to revive Rajyalakshmi, who had fainted 
away (when Rama went to the forest), by this 
That iady Rajyalakshmi had 
sought refuge in Paduka’s lap. She had to be 
revived from her swoon. Bharata*s fanning 
helped in that process. Paduka was very happy 
at this service rendered by Bharata. She is 
said to have graciously accepted that service, 
“Angeechakaara ” 

This is a very nice way of saying that the 
kingdom of Ayodhya was brought to life, after

It had become dormant and hfeless on the 
departure of Rama to the forest, by Paduka 
and Bharata acting together. We can again 
remind ourselves of Valmiki’s sloka already 
quoted about Bharata first offering everything 
to Paduka and then doing the proper thmg. 
Bharata handled the Rajya as Paduka’s deputy. 

That this is a mere Utpreksha is clear 
from the opemng word of the sloka Praayena. 
Jalaardraa refers to a fan made wet. To 
make the air cool, fans have water or rose 
water sprinkled over them before use. (155)

(Rama) was intent upon the of acting 

according to the word of his father, and when 
Bharata took up a long-standiii^ 

Thou too adopted a Vratam or vow of giving up 
Thy various lovely movements (gaits) and staying 
in one place as never before. 

The observance of the Vrata by the trio, 
Rama, Bharata and the Paduka forms the 
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topic of this sloka. Carrying out the command 
of the father was the Vratam of Rama. It is 
referred to as a Veera-vratam, the vow of a 
warrior. Here the Veeram mdicated is Tyaaga- 
veeram the strength of mind of a Tyaagi. He 
took to that Vratam with love, not as an un- 
pleasant task. 

Bharata’sr Vratam was a more difficult one. 
Everyone has heard of Asi-dhaaraa-vrata staymg 
on the sharp edge of a sword To Bharata 
staymg away from Rama and, what was worse, 
all the while being known as a usurper, was an 
insufferable task. That he kept up for fourteen 
years nearly, a very long period. 

When the Lord and his chief Bhakta had 
adopted Vrata each in a different manner 
though — ^Paduka devi felt she ought also to 
perform a Vratam. She took to a no movement 
Sankalpa. Movement is the very essence of 
the nature of Paduka If she had not parted 
company with Rama’s Feet and returned to 
Ayodhya, she would have been moving about 
along with Rama. But She felt that when 
Rama undertook Vrata she ought also to take 
up a Vratam. She vowed not to move about 
till Rama and Bharata wound up their respective 
Vratas. So she sat quietlyon the throne havmg 
discarded movement which was her very nature. 

Rama and Bharata had discarded all 
pleasures. Vrata implies foregoing of pleasures 
as Andal teaches us in the 2nd verse of Tirup- 
pavai. Paduka did the same. 
having given up various kinds of sporting Of 
the three Vratas, Paduka’s Vratam is the hardest, 
for it involves a drastic change of her very 
essential nature. (15Q

Manipaadarakshe! Because of loss of con- 
tact with Sri Rama’s Feet, Thou became silent 
and also attained a State of stillness (motion- 
less-ness). As if to console Thee, Bharata 
frequently waved cool-breeze-creating chamaras* 

Lest we should gather the impression from 
the several earlier Slokas of this Paddhati 
that It was all happiness and glory on the 
part of Paduka m the matter of acceptance 
of the throne and kingship, the poet leimnds 
us m this sloka that underneath this apparent 
joy, there was a deep sense of heaviness and 
sorrow in Paduka’s heart at havmg to come 
away from Sn Rama, and at havmg deprived 
herself of the frequent contacts with His Feet 
which she was wont to enjoy. This heaviness 
of heart was visible from two features, on 
her studied silence and the other her still, 
motion-less state What a fine picture of grief 
the poet paints to us m the first half of the 
sloka! Silence and absence of movement 
are indications of a state of grief Paduka 
evinces both and so the poet pictures to us 
through these two, the grief engendered in 
Paduka’s heart. The cause for that grief is 
of course the separation from Kaakutsthapaada 
This may mean Rama’s feet or Rama himself. 

Bharata for whose sake Paduka willingly 
made that great sacrifice naturally felt very 
sore over this. In order to comfort and con- 
sole the Paduka, Bharata takes up the chamaras 
and frequently waves them round and round 
the Paduka creating an atmosphere of coolness. 
Even as a person who has got into a state of 
swoon is given Paduka is shown 

here as being treated to such an Upachaara 
by Bharata when he waves the chamaras. 

Readers would have noticed the several 
references to the wavmg of chamaras up so 
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far, and how each is unique and enjoyable. 
The inordinate poetic fancy of this Kavisimham 
invests one and the same act or fact with 
several fine meamngs and significance (157)

Thou rendered the en- 
tirety of this world free from thorns (enemies) 
since Thon thought that Rama’s Ix)tns Feet at 
whatever place they may choose to sport, are 
to be protected by Thee alone. 

There is a pun on the word Kantaka here. 
It means a thorn and also an enemy Being 
by its very nature protector of the feet, the 
Paduka is very particular about saving those 
feet from thorns, the more especially as the 
Paduka knows full well how soft and sweet, 
hke a lotus, those feet are If Rama’s feet 
sport in forests, Paduka is there acting as a 
protector from thorns. 

If we adopt the other meaning for Kanta- 
kam, Nishkantakam will signify total absence 
of enemies. Paduka is said to have rendered 
the whole world free from all enemies of 
righteousness and Dharma This is as much 
an aspect of protection of Rama’s feet, where- 
ever they may choose to wander m sport, as 
protection from thorns. 

Even as prevention of diseases is better 
than their cure, giving no quarter to people 
becoming foes is as important and praise-worthy 
as quelling and subduing foes. How Paduka 


was careful not to give any scope for the growth 
of enemies is mentioned in the next sloka

Mother! Padaavani! It is because of that 
celebrated (wakefulness) sleeplessness adopted 
at that period of time as a vow by Ramanuja 
(Lakshmana) and by Thee, to respectively save 
and protect Rama who had got separated from 
Thee, and Bharata who had got separated from 
Rama, all the worlds are well and truly (wakeful) 
protected from all trouble. 

Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown. 
Paduka having accepted the kingship of Ayo- 
dhya (this is a sloka in Adhikaara-Parigraha 
Paddhati, we must remember), Paduka does 
not permit herself to sleep. She is ever wakeful 
and watchful of the country’s interests. She 
has further to take care of forlorn Bharata 
who is pining away in grief out of separa- 
tion from Rama. 

For this wakeful vow Jaagaranna-vrata 
of Paduka, Desika finds a parallel, in Laksh- 
mana’s well known wakefulness. He had 
the duty of protecting Rama who was aBBicted 
by grief because of His separation from Paduka. 
I think this is the fiiist place where Rama’s 
sorrow at parting from Paduka is referred to, 
Paduka’s feelings in regard to separation 
were referred to several tunes and in several 
aspects That Rama too was unhappy after 
Paduka went back to Ayodhya, and fhat in 
fact, he was so unhappy as to need being 
looked after and protected by Lakshmana 
is shown to us by the poet only now. 
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It IS the poet’s consummate skill that 
ascribes Lakshmana’s wakefulness to his 
solicitude for Rama who was suffering from 
the pangs of separation from the Paduka. 
Those who have closely studied Valmiki 
Ramayana would not have failed to notice 
Rama waking up Lakshmana one morning 
on the way to the forest That however is in 
the Ayodhyakanda sarga 56, sloka 1, and before 
Paduka left for Ayodhya Vedanta Desikahas 
few equals in regard to accuracy, m regard 
to facts and events No one can point to a 
single passage after Ayodhya kanda in which 
Lakshmana is said to have slept* 

There is one other aspect Lakshmana 
prayed for leave to accompany Rama and Sita 
saying ^ ^ I shaU 

do everything during your wakeful hours as 
well as dunng the period when you are asleep. 
The latter imphes sleeplessness and wakefulness 
on the part of Lakshmana both when Rama 
is awake and when He is asleep. In this degree 
of care for Rama’s safety, Lakshmana had the 
injunction of his mother Sumitra Devi too- 
5RT^ m Sjrrff: Don’t be guilty of any 
inattentiveness or want of care in regard to 
Rama. Kamban sings about Lakshmana stand- 
ing guard over Rama and Sita for the whole 
mght-time without even winking once. •

Desika’s poetic art lies here in 
pointing out that even as Paduka was slee- 
pless to protect Bharata who was pining for 
Rama’s company, Lakshmana was sleepless 
as he had to comfort Rama who was pining 
away for Paduka’s company. 

The vow of wakefulness on the part of 
the Paduka and of Lakshmana has resulted 
in very great good for the whole world. It is 
still wakeful and ahve only because of the 
wakefulness and watchfulness of Paduka and 
Lakshmana. Lakshmana’s wakefulness has 
preserved to us the Paramapunisha. Paduka’s 
watchfulness has preserved the two other 
tattvas, Chetana Tattva symbolised by Bharata 
and Achetana Tattva symbolised by the 
Kingdom of Ayodhya. (159)

Ramapaduka! Thou who were (once) served 
lovingly and reverentially by the retinue of valets 
appropriate to the occasion in the inner chamber, 
began to enjoy the rub of the series of royal 
crowns and helmets worn by Kings. 

In the inner chamber (Antahpuram) when 
Rama_ was in Ayodhya, Paduka Devi received 
attention and loving service rendered by the 
retinue who were there on all occasions, and 
rendered service appropriate to each occasion 
As soon as Rama came into the Antahpuram 
the Paduka was carefully and lovingly taken 
off His feet and taken care of by attendants. 
Again when Rama was to start from there, the 
Paduka was again lovingly lifted from the 
place where it was allowed to rest and offered 
at Rama’s feet and so on That was the 
upachara Paduka received before 

Now that Paduka has ascended the throne 
and assumed Kingship it receives reverential 
attention from a totally different type of people. 
Then it was attention by the retinue Now 
It is the turn of kings to wait on the Paduka 
and to offer obeisance to her soveieignty. 
They prostiate before her in groups and m 
doing so their head dresses-crowns and helmet 
etc , come into contact with the Paduka. They 
jostle with one another and with the Paduka 
In the process they rub with the Paduka. 
Where she was receiving soft and careflil 
attention in the Antahpuram as ruler, she is 
now obliged to suffer the hard rub inflicted 
on her by the diadems of Kings. (160)

THE ASCENT OF SAPTHAGIRI 



Sri VATSA, Anantapur 


Thousands go up daily the sacred Sapta- 
giri and the task of affording at least a moment’s 
glimpse of the Lord’s icon to every one of 
them has become an ever increasing problem, 
thanks to the introduction of easy mechanised 
transport But the question is as to how 
many indeed ascend the seven hills in spirit 
and have the spiritual vision, Darsan, of the 
Lord which is vouchsafed to only the few that 
deserve, the few to whom the Lord’s Grace 
grants the vision divine as hinted in “ Divyam 
dadaami te chakshuhu” (Geeta). 

The leal and spiritually rewarding ascent 
IS for those that seek the highest consummation, 
for “ Yatataamapi siddhaanaam kaschin maam 
vetti tatvataha” (Geeta). 

The Lord’s Archaavatara, concretised pre- 
sence, crowns the last peak, Tirumala or Sri 
Parvata, of the series of seven hills This 
abode would suggest the highest of the seven 
worlds, VIZ , Bhuhu, Bhuvaha, Suvaha, Mahaha, 
Janaha, Tapah and Satya. It certainly recalls 
the Sahasrara, the supreme seat or Chakra or 


Padma wheie the yogi’s emancipated Aatman 
finds its final, ineffable and unique experience 
of bliss It is the “ turyaga ” of Jnaana 
Vaasishta. 

The other six hills are named Vrisha- 
bhaadri, Garudaadri, Simhaadri, Anjanaadn, 
Seshaadri and Naaraayanaadri. They may 
well correspond to the Shatchakras, viz., 
Mulaadhara, Swaadhishtaana, Manipooraka, 
Anaahata, Visuddhi and Aajna of Bhagavaan 
Patanjali’s Yoga Shaastra That one is chris- 
tened Seshadri lends authenticity to this, as the 
Kundalini is described as a serpent (earth- 
bound jeevas) slumbering \vith its hood en- 
meshed twixt its three and a half coils in Mulaa- 
dhara. It starts its upward pilgrimage to 
Sahasraara when awakened by yoga. 

Quitting Mulaadhaara, the terrestrial plane 
of Jada, or Tamas or ignorance, and joining 
the band of seekers, the pilgrim works his way 
up, passes Swadhishtaana where the lower 
cravings are shed and the taste or Rasa of the 
higher life is felt. Ascending higher, the dark 
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shackles crack and a light, till then unseen, 
sparkles and suffuses in Manipuraka. Mounting 
higher, the comforting breeze of Anaahata 
with the uncaused and eternally ringing Sabda, 
AUM (OM) wafts. Revelations of mystic 
truth, not heard m the orbit of creation thrill 
his being A new life awakes. The symphony 
of the soul is heard. Past are the dreams of 
sin The elixir of celestial life wells up and 
inspires the sublimated self. The alchemy of 
divmisation starts. At Visuddhi the old scales 
drop off Draped in divine light, now sera- 
phically sublime and sublimated, the effulgent 
soul soars up to Ajna chakra where dualities 
disappear The self^glowing soul, the Hamsa, 
now baptized and called in, shoots straight 
to the sanctum sanctorum, the Adytum of Sat- 
chit-aananda, and has its fill of peace that 
passeth all understanding. 

Reverting to the names of the hills we may 
have a study of similies. Vrishabhaadn may 
stand for Ahankara which is the primary cause 
of samsara, the cycle of birth and death. This 
is Mulaadhaara Garudaadri betokens the 
soaring up, tasting the elixir of divine name 
This is Swaadhishtaana where the tides of life 


ebb and flow. Simhaadri sums up the best of 
the beast in man It roars for the majesty of 
the spirit but is too weak to shatter the shell 
of the animal in Manipuraka Anjanaadn is 
the shnne of devotion and the high promise 
of salvation on total surrender, and this is the 
yoga of Daasya, of Prapatti This is the heart 
centre of Anaahata Seshadri betokens the 
full blossoming with sixteen kalas of the soul 
in which the Lord’s form seems to recline 
This is Visuddhi Naaraayanaadri symbolises 
that transcendant state of Saarupya, of Lord’s 
likeness This is an Aaj‘na Chakra of two 
petals of like kind, where Jeevatma is shed, 
and invested by Lord’s Grace the atman 
emerges in a state of identity with the Supreme 
and yet apart from it 

The long pilgrimage ends at the presence 
of the Lord The blessed soul is laden with bliss. 
His Prasada He sweeps down to share his 
bliss with his kinsmen and friends and even 
with those whom His Grace may choose. 

So do the souls that have had His real 
Darsan.

THE POETRY OF ANNAMACHARYA 

Sri ACHANTA JANAKI RAM 

(_ Lecture delivered during the Amamachtirya Celebrations at Tirupati on 13 - 3 - 72 ) 



IT would be very correct to say that the 
Poets of the Tallapaka family were poets of 
the people, for, at a penod in Telugu Poetry 
when It was fashionable to wnte in a very 
pedantic style full of flowery Sanskrit, they 
chose to clothe their songs in elegant Telugu- 
spoken by the man-m-the street and understood 
by all It IS indeed surprising how Annama- 
charya could express high Hyperbola and 
remarkable Metaphor m simplest Telugu phrase. 

Now, It is noteworthy that though the entire 
work of Annamacharya was devotional in 
chaiacter where, in the case of some other 
composers, sense is sacnficed for style, there is 
much in his work of a highly poetic nature. 

There are many ways of defimng poetry 
There is ofcourse the standard definition that 
poetry represents noble thought recollected in 
tranquility Another and in this case most 
appropriate definition is that poetry is beautiful 
thought rendered m a beautiful manner with 
the additional charm of Rythm and Music 

Some of Annaraacharya’s lines_ar-e-iQ^ 
person like me, haunting m character Nearly 
twenty years back, happening to pass by the 
Thyagaraja Mantapam, I chanced to hear the 
song beginning with the words “ Palukutenela 
Talli” song by a well-known singer. The woids 
of this song haunt me to this day The song 
describes Goddess Padmavathi in most enchan- 
ting terms. The words “ Palukutenela Talli ” 
could be translated as “ the mother whose 
every word is a source of Nectar.” The entire 
song is beautiful and, as most of my listeners 
have heard it many times I shall not repeat 
It I shall only say that over a period of 
twenty years the words still haunt me. I 
consider it a veritable feast to the ears to hsten 
to this song. 


3 
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A careful student of Annamacharya’s 
works cannot fail to notice how full of worldly 
knowledge this romantic poet is. Every song 
of his abounds in some aspect of contemporary 
life which, strangely, is true for all time. Being 
a Vaishnava Poet, he describes the Soul as a 
beautiful maiden seeking union with the Lord 
m this case, Sn Venkateswara. The coining 
to-gether, the separation and again the renewed 
search become subject-matter for some of the 
most elegant words in Telugu, which, at the 
same time, express in most eloquent style some 
aspect or other of the daily life of the people 
at that time The truths embodied in this 
poetry are of-course universal-applicable to all 
people at all times. The manner in which the 
truth is expressed is most arresting 

In one place, the poet says Enchaga nee 
daasyamu naakinamicchitivigana^ Panchala Naa 
Puttuka Saphalamaye nidigo " My life on 
earth finds fulfilment - now that you have 
rewarded me by recognising me as your servant.” 

There is absolute self-surrender in this line: 

Idi Naaku Padivelu 

Eppudoo Nenu Needaccnane. 

” I prize this boon for-ever, my gratitude to 
you IS beyond measure; I am forever thine!’’ 
What we call real Advaita Bhava-absolute 
umon with the Divine is expressed in these 
words: 

Ne neeku Eravugaanu 

Neevu Na keram gaavu 

“ I am not different from you; nor are 
you apart from me. ” This is simple in language, 
but embodies highly poetic thought: 

“ I am he ” is the message repeatedly 
stressed by the Poet. 

The pictunsation of the devotee as a 
charming damsel waiting for her Lord Venka- 
teswara is varied and every-time we discover 
some aspect-novel and highly poetic about it. 
In recent years, Tagore does the same thing in 


a somewhat different manner Here, Annama- 
charya descnbes the thoughts that enter the 
mind of the damsel (as expressed m the words 
of her ‘ Sakhi ’) as she decks herself to receive 
her Lord. “ Vainly do you annoint youiself 
with splendid sandal-wood paste not knowing 
that the very association with the Loid causes 
to emanate from you a sweet scent-sweeter 
far beyond any earthly perfume, you look 
into the mirror wondering at the ladiance of 
your own reflection, little realising that your 
beauty surpasses all earlthly beauty, — because 
of your association with the Lord ” The 
original of these lines is something wonderful 

Gandamu poosevele kammam mena yee 
Gandamii Nee mem Taavikante Nekkudaa 
Addamu choochevele Appatappatikmi 
Adddmu Nee momukante napuroopamaa 

It IS our poetic convention to compare 
the eyes of a damsel to the petals of a full- 
blown lotus, and the face of the damsel to 
the full-moon. The poet here employs this 
convention in this manner: It appears that the 
damsel is tired of looking for the coming of 
her Lord and closes her eyes for a brief minute 
This respite gives the lotus the courage to 
bloom, that is, without fear of a bemg defeated 
by Its rivals, the damsel's eyes. So also the 
full-moon He hides himself behind the clouds, 
too shy to show himself in her presence But, 
when through interminable expectation of her 
Lord, the damsel’s face is clouded with dis- 
appointment, then, the full-moon takes courage 
to show himself to the world. Here is a very 
fine poetic concept - a wonderful simile; 

Oragi yalasatatoda nwvida kanumodpagaa 
Neri galuvalcdarugaa Neti Maapaina 
Ativa Vadanamu Vaada nalari chandurudama 
Brathukugaa nokakontha Bayalu Merasi 

The sense of fulfilment following the union 
is described graphically. I will read to you the 
onginal - for, no translation can do justice to 
the poetry contained therein:

All the while, the poet had been indulging 
in the “ Siingaia Rasa ” But, when the climax 
comes, it has to be “ Santha Rasa ” embodying 
a perfect Bliss 

Annaraacharya is an adept in the art of 
producing excellent word-pictures One of his 
desciiptions which remains ever-green in ray 
memoiy is the highly graphic portrayal of the 
Dance of the Goddess in the precincts of the 
sanctum-sanctoi um Heie again, I crave the 
indulgence of my audience if I read the original: 

Alatulu kunyaga naadenade 
Alukala gulukula nalamelmanga 
Aravin Sobagula nativalu Mecchaga 
Aiatera Matuguna naadenade 
Vatusa Poorvapu Duvaalula Tirupala 
Harikaragimpuchu Nalivelmanga

Tattedi Padapula Daatenade 
Attilu chimmuchu Nalivelmanga

An excellent example of poetic ingenuity 
is the incident where the Goddess apparently 
makes deep obeisance to the Lord by touching 
his feet with her fore-head So, far this is 
ordinary. But, where the touch of gemus 
comes is when the poet says that by doing so, 
she leaves on the foot of the Lord the mark 
of Kasturi from the Tilaka on her fore-head 
thereby stamping him, for-ever, as her property.

Many of the similies used by the poet are 
full of a deep meamng. At one place, the 
damsel says that she is like a closed oyster 
with a pnceless pearl hidden withm, not at-all 
anxious to disclose herself until the time comes : 
Moosina mutyamuvale mungita nunnadaana 
Mudduleruga, Daiva merigite chaalu 

“ I do not desire to advertise my devotion. 
It is enough if God knows that I am his devotee ” 
This is an object lesson to many of us who are 
rather ostentatious in our worship of the deity. 

One of the characteristics of a great poet 
is his-self-confidence Rainer Maria Rilke, a 
great German Philosopher-poet, says. “ What 
yvill you do, God — ^when I die? What will 
you do. I am afraid ” Rabindranath Tagore 
echoes the same feelmg when he says: “ where 
would you be but for me, O God*^” 

Several centuries before these two great 
poets, Annaraacharya sang* “ If I did not 
exist, who would be the most deserving person 
of your divine grace ; you derive fame on 
account of my singing about you. 

Nenokkadane lekunte Neekrupaku paatramedi 
Pooni naavallane keerti bondeveevu 

It is surprising to note that at a time 
when supersition, usuage and ceremonials were 
reigning supreme, Annaraacharya, as a true poet, 
was able to say “ If only the mind learns to 
believe, even an ordinary man can become 
God. God pervades man’s entire being.” 

Manasu nammanerchite manujude Devudaunu 
Tanalone unnadu taavukoni Daivamu 

In my humble opimon, these two lines 
represent Annaraacharya at his best This is 
the message which he gives to us all. This 
proclamation of his, as a poet of all Time, 
places him at-once in the fore-front of all 
Poets. 
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GOD IN UPANISHADS

The ‘ Upamshads ’ are believed to be the 
part and parcel of the Vedas They are theo- 
logical books treating chiefly of the Supreme 
Being, His correlation to the world and to the 
individual soul and the obligations arising out 
of this lelationship One of the Upanishads 
IS to be found in a “ Sanhita ” and others are 
located m the ‘ Brahmanas ’ and the ‘ Aranya- 
kas ’ 

Even from times immemorial, the Upam- 
shads have commanded the admiration and 
applause, both from Oriental and Occidental 
scholars Dr. R C Dutt, when he read the 
Upanishads, felt a new emotion in his heart 
and saw a new light before his eyes. Dr. Gold- 
stucker felt that the Upanishads formed the 
basis of the enlightened faith of India. Ram 
Mohan Roy felt lus whole life was transformed 
when he happened to read a page of the Isa 
Upanishad flying past him. Pratt regards 
“ them ” as essentially a religious rather than a 
philosophical work Geden acknowledges how 
all the attempts at religious reform in India 
have taken their rise from the study of Upani- 
shads Meade has gone to the length of 
calling the Upamshads a Woild - Scriptures. 
Thus, we can say that the Upanishads highly 
deserve to constitute a paramount chapter of 
the World’s Philosophy of Religion.^ 

It IS no small wonder even literators 
like Emerson, Thoreau, Whitman, Tennyson, 
T S. Eliot, Joyce, Yeats, George W Russel, 
Kipling, Tolstoy, D H Laurence, E.M. Forester 
Maugham, Babbit, Jones, Woods, Hirayanna, 


Huxley and Gerald Heard, etc , came under 
the salubrious spell of the Upanishads and 
other Onental scriptures They might have 
read Deusseii’s translation. G G Desai wrote 
that Pnnce Dara, son of Shah Jehan, caused 
the Upanishads to be translated into Persian 
in the year 1657.^ 

Upanishad 

(Upa=towards+m==down-l-sad=to sit) 
“ sitting of opposite the teacher to receive 
instruction, the philosophical portion of the 
Veda.) Upanishads are concerned with the 
nature of man and the umverse The chief 
principle enumerated is that of the identity 
of the individual soul or self (Atma) with the 
Universal Self (Paramatma or Brahman) They 
are the fountain-heads for the Vedanta and 
Samkhya philosophies They are part and 
parcel of the Aranyaka, which is a part of 
Vedic Brahmana Upamshads are said to be 
more than one hundred but the most promi- 
nent among them are thirteen or twelve, accord- 
ing to philosophers 

The popular Upanishads are twelve m 
number, namely, Isa, Kena, Katha, Prasna, 
Mundaka, Mandukya, Taittinya, Aitareya, 
Chhandogya, Brihadaranyaka, Kaushitaki and 
SvetSsvatara Revered Sankara had Commen- 
ted on these Upanishads, or at least referred 
to them in his “ Brahma Sutras” except the 
Mandukya Upanishad Even after many 
centuries of comparision, age could not whither 
their freshness nor custom could stale their

phical bent of mind. The lines that follow are 
only a humble treatment of the conception 
of God or Parama purusha or Paramathma as 
described in the chief Upanishads, that claim 
to annihilate the destructive sense of life by 
oifering a constructive one foi evolution on 
the iighteous lines No originality has been 
claimed for interpietation or exposition, as 
one is bound to draw heavily from the eminent 
authors who were specially acknowledged in 
the footnotes One can be like gardener 
gathering flowers from innumerable trees m 
this divine garden to offer their pleasant scent 
to other laymen like himself in understanding 
“ God ” in proper perspective 

The Brihadaianyaka Upamshad is con- 
sidered to be the laigest Upamshad There 
are six chapteis, out of which chapteis IT, III 
and IV contain philosophical consequence 
According to this Upamshad, there are two 
forms of Brahman, the formed and the formless, 
the mortal and the immortal, the unraovmg 
and moving, the actual (existent) and the true 
being® Now the designation for him is truth 
of faith (Satyasya satyam) ” The vital breath 
IS truth He is the truth of That ^ 

Whoever may be the person that knows 
“ I am Brahman,” becomes this all Even the 
gods cannot prevent his becoming thus, for 
he becomes their self So whoever worships 
another divinity (than this self), thinking that 
he IS one and another, he knows not ® Sage 
Yagnayavalkya advised Maitreyi that it is the 
Self that should be seen, heard of, reflected 
on and meditated upon ® One should meditate 
on the mind as Brahman This is with regaid 
to the self As for divinities, one should 
meditate on space (AakSsah) as Brahman 


This is the two-fold instruction, that which 
refers to the body and that which icfers to the 
divinity He, who is fiee from evil, old age, 
death, grief, hunger, thirst and whose thought 
and desiie are real, should be sought affei and 
should be undei stood He is mcompichensible, 
indestructable, unattached, unfetteied and 
beyond suffering.'^ 

Theie is no othei seei but He; theic is no 
other thinker but He, He is yourself, the inner — 
Controller, the immortal ® This “ Self” is the 
loid of all beings, the king of all beings As 
all the spokes of a wheel aie held togethei to 
the hub, so also all beings, all gods, all worlds, 
are held together (by Him) ® The Self is taint- 
less, beyond, unboin, great and constant 
(Dhruwah ) This gieat unborn Self is un- 
decaying, immoital, fearless, and Biahman 

Isopanishad : 

This IS also known as the Vauasaneya 
Sanhitopanishad, which is part and parcel of 
Vajaseneya Sanhita or Sukla Yajurveda The 
introductoiy verses are oft quoted, but the 
most important verses are from nine to fourteen, 
which stress upon the unity of knowledge and 
work This Upamshad has characterised God 
in the following words “ It moves, and 
It moves not and It is far, and It is near It is 
in all this, and it is out of all this.”^® All 
these features which qualify “ It ” is God or 
Brahman 

Kenopanishad: 

Out of the first word “ Kena,” the name 
of the Upanishad is derived. It is the off-shoot 
of Talavakara branch of Samaveda. This 
Upanishad envisages God as the power and 
controller of all senses He is the highest 
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Subject and all others are meie objects All 
powers of the individual are derived solely 
fiom Brahman and the individual has no powei 
of his own So God is omnipotent Brahinan 
IS unknown to the wise and is known to the 
Ignorant That which is not levealed by 
speech, that by which speech is revealed-know 
that alone to be Brahman That which people 
cannot conceive with the undei standing, that 
by which the understanding is conceived, know 
that alone to be to be Brahman 

Mundaka Upanishad: 

The Upanishad removes ignorance, San- 
kara says, as a razor (Mundaka) lemoves the 
hair from the face Hence it is called by that 
name It has got thfee chapters (Mundaka), 
the first chaptei dilferenciates the science of 
Brahman and the inferior science (Para and 
Apara), the second chapter deals with the 
nature of Brahman and the thud ‘ Mundaka , 
with meditation, etc This book describes 
Brahman as “ that immortal, undecaying 
Person” (Purusha), whose place can be reached 
only by sages His head is fire (Agni) or 
heaven His eyes are the sun and the moon 
His ears are the quarters (‘ Diks ’) His 
speech is the uttered Vedas. His breath is air 
His heait is the world. The earth came out 
of twin feet This Pei son is the Inner Self 
of all creatuies (“ Sarvabhutantaratma ”) 

Mandukya Upanishad: 

Mandukya, the sage, is regarded as the 
authoi of this Upanishad There aie only 
twelve verses in it Truly, all this is Brahman 
This Self is Brahman 


Svetasvatai a Upanishad : 

This book IS divided into six chapters The 
transcendent chaiacteristic of Brahman, His 
immanence in Nature, Maya, and relation of the 
individual soul to Brahman, etc , were treated 
God, says this Upanishad, is the Cause of 
all, the Lord of the guiding deities of the senses 
He has no fathei or Lord That one God is 
hidden in all things, he is Omnipresent and the 
Inner Self of all He supenntends all work 
and lives in all beings He is the Witness, the 
Inspirer, detached and above the gunas He, 
who IS the one mover of many inactive 
things He is the Maker of all, the all-knowing, 
the Self-subsistent, the maker of time, endowed 
with the gunas. Omniscient, the Lord of Natuie 
and of the Soul, the regulator of the Gunas 
and the cause of the preservation, bondage 
and liberation of all 

Katha Upanishad: 

The (Divine) Self, which is smaller than the 
smallest, and greater than the greatest, is 
placed m the heart of this living creatuie 
One who is free from desire and sorrow, sees 
the glory of the Self when his internal organs 
become pure In God, the sun rises and sets 
The gods do rest No one can go beyond 
Him.“^ He has no form visible to the physical 
eye No one can see him with the eye He is 
revealed through the heart, the understanding 
and through meditation ^ 

Kaushitaki Upanishad defines Brahman as 
the guardian and Sovereign of the world and 
the Lord of all One should know thus — 
‘‘ He is my Self 
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So far, we have surveyed biiefly the princi- 
pal Upamshads for the concept of God or 
Brahman. It is a Herculean task to define 
Brahman, as various commentators have given 
different interpretations m this regard, but Sri 
Sankara’s commentary is considered to be the 
last word on the subject 

To sum up, that Omnipresent, yet trans- 
cending sweet immensity is the Purushottama 
of the Bhagavad Gita and the Aupanishad 
Purusha of Bhagavan Yajnavalkya This is the 
Puma Purusha of the Vedas. This is the wise, 
intelligent and self-existing (Kavirmamsi svaya 
yambhuh) Ruler of the mind of the Isavyasa 
Upanishad For this Prana of prana, search 
IS undertaken by the Kena Upanishad. This is 
the eternal and intelligent (nityachetana) inner 
Atma of all beings (Sarvabhutantaratma) and 
the Death of death, instructed by Yama, in 
the Katha Upamshad This is the partless and 


immortal Purusha (akalamrta Purusha) men- 
tioned by Bhagavan Pippalada in the Prasna 
Upamshad This is the divine formless Purusha 
(Divyohyamurta Purusha) and supreme Brahman 
(Parama brahma) whose glory (mahima) 
Bhagavan Angiras sings m the Mundaka 
Upanishad. This is the auspicious and second- 
less (Shivamadvaitam) Atma of the Mandukya 
Upanishad, by knowing the bliss of which all 
fear, departs from the bossom of man This is 
the highest Intelligence and Knowledge (Praj- 
nana) that the Aitareya Upanishad holds out 
as Brahman This is the Deva by knowing 
whom, man overcomes death, in the opinion 
of Bhagavan Svetaasvatara. And this is, the 
Repository of beauty (samyadvama) that Bhaga- 
van, Satyakama Jabala teaches as the bringer 
of beauty and refulgence (Vamam, bhamam) m 
the Chhandogya Upanishad, as Sri G G Desai 
felt “

Thus Lord Knshna says that the nature-bom 
quahties of Sattva, Rajas and Tamas firmly 
tie the imperishable soul to the body The 
emergence of a body with a form and a shape 
IS due to the presence of a mixture of these 
Gunas and there is no existence on earth, in 
the heavens or among the celestials which is 
free from these qualities

So It IS evident that death does not mean 
salvation or mukti as long as the Vasanas 
are still lingering The residual vasanas are 
responsible for coming into existence once 
agam. In Bhagavadgita - the discourse between 
the confident master Lord Krishna and the 
doubting disciple Arjuna, from the beginning 
till the end, there is a mention regarding these 
Gunas here and there.

All actions are bemg done by these three modes 
of prakruti whereas the ego-centnc individual 
considers himself as the doer or Karta. It is 
thus clear that the actions are in accordance 
with the vasanas envelopmg the soul. 

Kama esha krodha esha rajogtmasamudbhavah 

Mahdsano mahdpdpmd viddhyenamiha 

vairinam — Ch. HI, SI. 37. 

The Rajas is the seat of desire and unfulfilled 
desue results in anger. This Rajas is insatiable 
and does not get satisfied. This is the greatest 
enemy to a seeker of liberation. 

The hectic activity of an individual is a 
result of these gunas. The preponderating 
resultant of these qualities gives a direction to 
one’s actions. Any action can be classified 
as Sattvic, Rajasic or Tamasic depending on the 
overall qualities of an individual. Action or 
Karma is dependent upon guna and depending 
on guna and karma, four orders of society were 
created by Lord: 

Chdtttrvarnyam mayd srushtam gma karma 

vibhdgasah 

Tasya kartdramapi mam viddhyakartdra 

mavyayam — Ch. IV, SI 13.

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The entire creation is therefore a play of these 
three gunas enveloping the soul Unless and 
until the so-called sheath or envelope is exhaus- 
ted and rejected, one cannot realise the Soul 
or Atman or Self. So, only a tngunatlta - a 
person who surpasses all the three qualities — 
has the requisites for self-realisation. 

Tribhirgmamayairbhaavai rebhissarva midam 

jagat 

Mohitam nabhijanati mamebhyah parama- 

vyayam — Ch. VII, SI. 13 

The delusion to take unreal as real is due to 
the three gunas and hence the mdividual is 
not m a position to realise the play of the 
Lord who is above these and imperishable. 

In the thirteenth chapter, Kshetra Kshetra- 
j’na Vibhagayoga, Arjuna asks Lord Krishna to 
tell him clearly about Praknti and Purusha; 
Kshetra and Kshetrajna; Jnanam and Jneyam. 
Lord Krishna brings out the differences between 
these pairs of terms very vividly in this chapter. 

Purushah prakriUstohi bhunkte prakritijaan 

gunaan 

Kdranam gunasangosya sadasadyom janmasu 

— Ch. XIII, SI. 22 

The divine spark or the element of conciousness 
or awareness present m praknti or kshetra is 
called purusha or kshetrajna. If the play of 
Purusha is withdrawn from the Praknti, then 
the entire dynamism or activity of the scintil- 
lating mdividual disappears. Hence Purusha 
is the primordial principle for the entire exis- 
tence. Presiding over the individual, it appears 
to be enjoying all objects of the nature of the 
three gunas. It is the attachment to these 
quahties that is responsible for rebirth at 
suitable places congemal to exhibition and 
fulfilment of these quahties. 

These cyclic processes of birth and death 
are not very enjoyable. Bhagawan Sankara 
says in his Bhajagovindam 


Punarapi jananam punarapi maranam 
Punarapi Janani Jathare sayanam 
Iha samsaare bahu dustaare 
Kripayaa paare paahi muraare. 

He prays for the Knpa or mercy of Lord 
Krishna to get out of this tangle. 

This entanglement of Soul in the body 
giving rise to a shapely individual is due to 
these three qualities. All the acts of the body — 
physical, mental and intellectual are nothing 
but the display of these qualities. In chapter 
XVII, Sraddhatraya Vibhagayoga, Lord 
Krishna gives to Arjuna a pen-picture of the 
individuals exhibiting these qualities The 
sraddha or the attention one evinces, the 
food one eats, the yajna one performs, the 
physical, vocal and mental tapasya one gets 
mvolved or the daana (charity) that one makes — 
all these can be classified into three categories — 
saatvic, rajasic and tamasic The quality of 
the person reveals itself vividly in all these 
actions. Lord Krishna continues his narration 
m the next eighteenth chapter (Mokshasanyaasa 
yoga) and classifies Tyaaga, Jnaana, Karma, 
Karta, Buddhi, Dhruti and Sukha also into the 
above three categories. All these distmctions 
are meant to put before a discermng individual 
the examples to shun and avoid and the one 
to emulate. We do not have any say in the 
matter of coming into existence but having 
come, we have a choice to make and a path to 
follow by our own actions One sees a Kale- 
idioscopic picture of plurality of individuals. 
The umque privelege of discermng between 
different actions - actions that bind Him further 
and further and actions that are contributory 
to His liberation - is given to human being 

Lord Krishna gives in slokas 22 to 25, 
Chapter XIV the qualities of a Gunatita 

Prakaasam cha pravrittum cha mohameva cha 

paandam 

Na dweshti sampravrittaani na nivnttaani 

kaankshati — SI. 22.

FAITH 


Sri ‘SATYA’ 


What is meant by faith‘s It is trust, 
reliance, honesty or pledged word A child has 
faith in its parents Nature provides bond of 
attachment between the mother and her off- 
spring, as long as protection to the young one 
IS needed. It is the inherent feeling that 
impels the hungry child to demand its mother 
for food A school boy asks his parents to 
get him books A teen-aged girl asks her 
mother for fine clothes A youngman who is 
going to enter a profession, naturally seeks 
the advice of his father. A young lady 
acquiesces to the proposal of her parents to 
marry her to the man of their choice 

Why this demand, solicitation, entreaty, 
supplication or submission'? It is owing to 
the faith that the children have fostered in their 
parents. It is the instinct that made the children 
rely on their parents on every occasion for help. 

But with the accumulation of knowledge 
and acquisition of skill that enables them to 
meet the demands of daily life, ones dependence 
on elders becomes less and less marked A man 
becomes almost self-reliant. 

The wheel of fortune of everyone on the 
face of earth revolves in its allotted course. 
Man has virtually no control over his destiny. 
It IS the fate that is responsible for the pleasures 
and pams of every living being. Delight and 
distress often succeed each other. There vdll 
be moments of despair and agony There will 
he occasions when man has to feel discontented. 
In society there may be discord and concord 
among people, whatever may be the cause. 
Man IS subject to disease and disorder. 

For centunes there has been constant 
endeavour on the part of man to make his life 
peaceful and to live in harmony with his fellow 


beings The qualities of envy, hatred, self- 
love, etc., that constitute the feeble part of the 
personality of man often dispel his love towards 
his brothers It is on trivial matters, and 
often without any reason, that fellow feehng 
among the people is dissolved. It leads to 
separation into groups. The motive behind 
the formation of the association is the feehng 
of apparent reliance of faith in the power 
of the group. 

Family is the sub-division of a group. All 
the affairs are managed by the head of the 
family. He deals m cash. He makes the 
payments and receives income from property 
or services. Services may be rendered by the 
adult male members of the family. Women 
are also allowed to enter some professions. 
They assist the male members in the profession 
or occupation. The senior most male member 
generally acts as the head of the family. The 
senior-most woman is entrusted with the 
management of the kitchen. She supervises 
the work of the women. She arranges for the 
supply of food to all the members of the family. 
Other memh'*'‘s have to follow her instructions. 

As long as this well-knit is perfect in set-up 
and functionmg, there is no worry to the other 
members of the family. As they have simply 
to follow the elders, they have nothing to worry 
about their food or for the health and welfare 
of themselves and those of their off-spring. 
This is possible when they have faith in the 
ability and benevolence of the head of the 
family, and the head of the family relying on 
the willful co-operation of these dependents 
that make the umt indivisible. All this can be 
accounted for the element of faith in each 
other. 
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Our ancient culture depicts to us how 
each village enjoyed self-reliance; how the 
entire folk lived as a single unit; how they 
lived in peace and plenty. Youth used to 
show reverence to all the elders, specious 
treatment being given to parents and teachers 
(Gurus). They feared God. They believed 
in the power of the Almighty. 

The age-old customs have melted away 
into oblivion with the passage of time. The 
present set-up is based on modem thought 
that has been imported from abroad. Imi- 
tation m the mode of dressing and habits 
is not difficult to acquire. It does not require 
any efforts. But the majonty of people have 
lost behef in our age-old customs, the say- 
ings of saints and the power of the All- 
Powerful. 

It is confidence in one’s mind that regulates 
the action in doing a thing perfectly. It is 


“faith in Self” Of couise, this aspect of 
“ faith in self ” is not easily perceptible. It 
reqmres perspicacity of thought to sense it 
Whereas it is the reliance on the good will 
of the Society that promotes welfare of the 
people It is faith in society. 

It IS evident, therefore, that mankind has 
to foster faith; it is the faith among the 
people themselves But faitli in the power of 
the Supreme power of the Almighty is all 
powerful and nds man of worry, misery and 
despair. It is faith in God that keeps man 
away from worrying about future It is faith 
in God that enables man to pass through 
tribulations It is the faith in God that keeps 
all men together in harmony 

It is the readers faith in Srinivasa that 
creates serine atmosphere around them.

A man who surpasses all the three gunas, 
does not feel aversion nor does he feel any 
longing for the outcome of these qualities. 
He behaves like a witness to all these and 
remains firmly established in God and is never 
disturbed from that state. He takes all pairs 
of opposites alike - Joy and sorrow, pleasant 
and unpleasant, censme and praise, honour 


and ignonuny. He knows that only Gusna 
act and hence he remains aloof and uncon- 
cerned with the variety of results An exactly 
similar description of a Sthitaprajna is given 
in chapter II and of a Bhakta in chapter XII. 
All these depict the same serene and unper- 
turbed state of equanimity of mind We 
sometimes come across such people - divme 
beings m human form They are jivanmuktas 
— hberated even while living a normal com- 
moner’s life Our scriptures hold promise to 
everyone of us to reach this state of Self- 
Realisation even while leading an active life. 
Thus Gita is a dynamic philosophy raising work 
to worship when blended with the correct 
attitude or Bhavana. 

May the blessings of Lord Venkateswara 
be on everyone of us so that we can proceed 
on the correct path to achieve the goal.

As referred to in the fore-gomg pages, 
Theertham from Akasaganga was being fetched 
by an elderly archaka for Azhakappiran as a 
daily routine. One day a hunter approached 
the elderly person to give him some water for 
quenching his immediate thirst. The request 
was flatly turned down as that water was in- 
tended for Azhakappiran’s Holy Bath and 
therefore it should not be defiled. The 
archaka avoided the troubling hunter and 
walked fast far out of his reach till at last he 
found that the weight of the mudpot containing 
water, was becoming less and less He stopped 
to find out the reason and was aghast to see 
water flowing out of the mudpot through a 
hole caused by an arrow shot by the hunter 
who was found dnnking the flowmg water. 
The archaka was wild with rage at the turn of 
events when the hunter addressed the elder 
thus* “ Thatha, I was very thirsty; kmdly 
pardon me,” and so saying, he vanished. And 
in his place stood Srinivasa, giving benediction 
to the sage Even to this day the descendants 
of this sage Archaka, are known as Thatha- 
charya family Such are the ways of Venka- 
teswara! 

Bhakta Thyagaraya: 

Purandara Dasa, Thallapakkam poets and 
Thyagaraja are a few of the intense devotees 
of God Srinivasa whose fame had spread far 
and wide. 

Once Thyagaraya’s songs brought down the 
screen in front of the deity and helped him to 
have the vision of Venkateshwara. 


Thyagaraya sang. 

“ Tirupati Venkataramana, Thy Screen 
Thou shalt take. 

And show Thy Brilliant self for my sake” 
and in a trice, the screen fell down revealing 
God’s wonderful Form. Thyagaraya now 
exclaims 

Venkatesa* Thousand eyes need I to gaze 

on you! 

In a bewitching form you appear new’ 
Kulasekhara Azhwar: 

/ 

Now IS our happy prerogative to approach 
the Azhwars who have sung the Glory of 
Venkateswara in their supreme excellence 

One such is Kulasekhara, the Devotee- 
king of Kerala, whose hymns are ennobling, 
rapturous and ecstatic. He approaches Venka- 
teswara m extreme humihty and desires to 
become a small partridge to live for ever in 
the Swarm Pushkaram of celestial fame at 
Vengadam He pines to become a beaten 
tract over which devotees would walk to the 
haven of Srimvasa He longs to have dharshan 
of the deity continuously; he hungers to lie 
prostrate in His presence so that he can always 
be seeing His enchanting face, and at the same 
time be affording a lovely path for devotees 
to tread over his body to have a glimpse of God. 
Kulasekhara’s ten such scintillating songs are 
soul-stirnng; and one such is rendered as thus: 

“Tirumal’ you cut asunder all sin, 

Your tall stature Bhaktas win. 
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Wish I ever to be at your side, 

And increase my devotional tide 

Ciave I for Devotees to walk over my 

little self 

And enable them enjoy Thy supreme Self ” 

A Bhaktha of such magnitude is rare to 
find A brief history of this sage-King’s life 
is worth mentioning 

Kulasekhar’s Life — ^An image of Devotion: 

Kulasekharar was born (on the Sukla 
Dwadasi of the month of Kumbha)of a princely 
order His father, King Dradha-Vrata, of a 
pious disposition, died when Kulasekhar was 
yet a child However, the young pnnce was 
trained m state-craft till he took up the adminis- 
tration of the Chera Imp of Kings He proved 
a good administrator and an able diplomat 

On the cultural side he became proficient 
both in Sanskrit and Tamil with his propelling 
initiative and forward zeal He became inte- 
rested in Valmiki Ramayanam and drank deep 
into the lore of that great Poet and authoi 

One day, the Ramayana Pandit who was 
regularly teaching Ramayana to Kulasekhar 
had to be absent for a day and in his place 
his son deputised for the father The son felt 
that he could show himself at best, as youngsters 
should, and explained to the King the episode 
of Sita being earned away by Ravana, the 
Rakshasa Chief The lecturer said that Sri 
Rama was in extreme soirow and was lamenting 
over Sita’s loss Kulasekhara’s impressionable 
mind was upset He was visualising Sn Rama 
in this lamentable condition, called out for his 
army chief to get prepared to invade Lanka, 
fight out Ravana, release Sita from captivity, 
and fetch Her back to Sri Rama Soon 
the palace became disturbed with 
anxious activity, the courtiers were agitated 
This commotion reached the ear of the elder 
teacher the father, who immediately rushed 
to the King and cried out that Sita had 
been taken back tnumphantly from Lanka 


and that she was safe with Her spouse, Sr 
Rama, As Kulasekhar heard this, he heaved 
a sigh of rehef He repaired to his bed and 
after a spell of sleep, he became normal again 

Kmg Kulasekharar’s palace was freely 
accessible to all Vaishnavites, much to the 
annoyance of the mimsters of the Court 
They hatched out a plot to drive away these 
‘mtruders,’ from the palace as they imagined 
they were creating nuisance to the admims- 
tration. A valuable Navaratnamala was repor- 
ted missing from the royal treasury; and 
officers pointed their combined fingers to the 
Bhaghavathas who, they said, would have 
stolen the property The Devotee King would 
not believe this accusation against these 
devotees, the Lord’s servants; and towards this 
end, he worked out a dangerous test. A black 
cobra was arranged to be fetched in a pitcher 
and the King, to the consternation of all 
around, put his hand into the pitcher stating 
that if any or all the Bhagavathas had stolen 
the jewel, let the cobra bite him (the King) 
A dreadful immolation as this, the courtiers 
did never anticipate The cobra was taken 
out by the King to the surprising shock of all. 
It slided out of the hands of the Devotee King 
and disappeared into the nearby bush The 
officers fell prostate before the King, admitted 
their guilt, described their ruse and prayed 
for pardon The King excused them though 
he was sad to learn the vagaries of the Court 
He left the Kingdom m charge of his officers 
and went on a pilgrimage in the country. On 
return he installed his son on the throne and 
freed himself from all Kingly responsibilities 
He settled himself as a Devotee near Azhwar 
Tirunagari for life-long concentration on God 
and His attributes. His verses on Deities in 
general and Lord Srinivasa m particular are 
of an arresting and bewitching kind 

May our culture and existence be modelled 
after this lovable Devotee.
